He told a Tass correspon- 
dent that one of the most in- 
teresting results of the study 
of the ice cap on Antarctica 
has been the failure to reach 
the continent proper, despite 
deep seismic soundings. Ex- 
changes with American, Brit- 
ish, Norwegian and Swedish 
expeditions in various parts 
of the Antarctic had confirm- 
ed that the ice cap in several 
places was below sea level. 

Experiments carried out by 
the Russians had shown that 
“in this tremendous expanse, 
there are only a few isolated 
mountain ranges and the rest 
is ice resting directly on the 
bottom of the ocean,” the Pro- 
fessor said. “We can advance 
the hypothesis that the Ant- 
arctic continent, which once 
existed, sank into the earth 
under colossal ice pressure,” 
he added.

EXIT PERMIT 
Eater, The Jerusalem Pest 
Sir, — I agree fully with 

your excellent editorial of 
August 21 on the exit permit 
tax, and I sincerely hope that 
public opinion will be such 
as to convince our Ministers 
and the Committee respon- 
sible for such a decision that 
it will be a big mistake to 
impose this new tax.

Our brave army is especial - 
ly responsible for this terrible 
state of affairs, as I learned 
from personal experience. On 
my way between the airport 
and Lydda, I was overtaken. 
before a sharp roadbend, by 
za military vehicle, and decid- 
ed to follow it, to find out how 
military do drive. I had to 
give up, after about ten mi- 
nutes, because never in all my 
life had I infringed on so ma- 
ny traffic regulations, at such 
speed, in so short a time (no 
slowing- down at crossroads, 
excess speed, etc Ste.). 

When a similar situation 
arose in Germany, caused by 
the American occupation 
troops, and in Holland, by its 
own soldiers, the authorities 
put an end to it in a very 
drastic way. Many military 
policemen were put on the 
roads and every military dri- 
ver caught in the act of reck- 
less driving was imprisoned 
— without any trial — by the 
Americans or confined to his 
quarters by the Dutch. in both 
cases for at least a fortnight. 

Would not our authorities 
be kind enough to consider 
such strong measures to put 
an end to the slaughter of our 
sons and daughters by irres- 
ponsible drivers?

The party secretary and the 
chief of the secret police in 
some places not only became 
the highest authorities but ob- 
tained the best housing, auto- 
mobiles, and similar evidence 
of privilege Those beneath 

em were eligible for com- 
parable privileges, depending 
upon their position in the hie- 
rarchy. The state budgets, 
“gifts.” and the construction 
and reconstruction executed 
for the needs of the state and 
its representatives became the 
everlasting and inexhaustible 
sources of benefits te the po- 
litical bureaucracy. 


Yugoslav Resistance 


Only in cases where the 
new class was not capable of 
maintaining the ownership, it 
resorted to usurpation, or in 
cases where such ownership 
was exorbitantly expensive or 
politically dangerous the 
ownership surrendered to 
other strata or other forms of 
ownership were devised. For 
example, collectivization was 
abandoned in Yugoslavia be- 
cause the peasants were re- 
sisting it and because the 
steady decrease in production 
resulting from coilectivization 
held a latent danger for the 
regime. However, the new 
class never renounced the 
right in such cases to seize 
ownership again or to collect- 
wine. The new class cannot 
renounce this right, for if it 
did, it would no longer be to- 
talitarian and monopolistic 

No bureaucracy alone could 
be so stubborn in its. purposes 
and aims. Only those engaged 
in new forms of ownership, 


forms of production, are ap- 
able of being so persistent. 

More than anything else, the
